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THE NATIONAL FILM LIBRARY 

The New Zealand National Film Library is a branch of the Department of Education. The head 
office is in Wellington and there are branches in Auckland, Wellington and Christchurch. 
Postal addresses for film bookings and loans are:

Postal address for all other services and Information: 

National Film Library, Box 9583, Wellington. The Auckland branch, which is at 67-77 
Great North Road, serves all the Auckland Province, except the East Coast north of Napier. 
The Christchurch branch services the South Island except for the Nelson Education Board 
area and Marlborough north of the Clarence River. It is in the A.A.C. Building, 210 Hereford 
Street, opposite Latimer Square, Christchurch. The Wellington branch is located on the 
second floor, Cubewell House, Kent Terrace, Wellington, directly opposite the Courtenay 
Place Post Office, and serves the rest of New Zealand and a number of Pacific Islands. 

WHO MAY BORROW FROM THE LIBRARY 

All films are 16mm. They are available, by subscription, to schools, colleges, and 
universities, and to organisations having an educational purpose. Films cannot be supplied 
for private use either free or for payment, and are not available for fund raising, for 
entertainment, or for social clubs. 

Schools and organisations wishing to become members and borrow films should write 
to their nearest library for a membership application form. The application must be approved 
and the subscription paid before films can be booked. 

Films for an organisation must be relevant to its educational purpose, although general 
interest films may be included to provide variety if required. 

Membership of the film section entitles schools only to the additional services available 
from the National Film Library. These services are not available to community organisations. 

CONDITIONS OF LOAN 

1. Films must be ordered in writing at least two weeks before the date of screening. 

2. They must be screened by a competent projectionist and on a well-maintained projector. 

3. Borrowers may be held financially responsible for films damaged through faulty 
projection, or for loss or damage due to inadequate custody or faulty packing for return. 

4. FILMS MUST BE RETURNED TO REACH THE LIBRARY BY THE DUE DATE. The cost of 
return is the borrower's responsibility. 

5. Borrowers must accept "collect" telegrams sent by the library when films are not 
received back by the due date. 

6. Films must be returned END OUT, i.e. they must not be rewound after the final screening. 
To do this you will need one of each of the following size reels: 122 m {400 ft), 244 m 
(800 ft), 366 m (1200 ft), 488 m (1600 ft), so that there will always be the right size of reel 
to return the film in its correct box. 

7. Films must not be lent to other organisations without the prior approval of the library. 

8. If an extension of the period of loan is desired, application should be made before the 
normal reposting date. 

9. Films must be returned in their correct boxes and the National Film Library screening 
report completed and returned in the top film of the parcel. It also acts as a packing list 
when checking the issue back into the libraiy. 

10. The library reserves the right to cancel bookings and refuse further films to borrowers 
who do not comply with these conditions. 

HOW TO BORROW FILMS 

All requests should be made in writing, listing film titles and alternatives with their 
catalogue numbers. The more notice given, the greater the chance of getting the exact films 
required. 

The borrower's membership number must be quoted on all correspondence. If several 
pages are used the membership number and the name of the school should be noted at the 
top of each page. 

Schools. The film lists for the following term should be submitted not later than 4 weeks 
after the beginning of each term. A reminder of closing dates for term lists is given in the A.V. 
Media Newsletter which is distributed to all schools at the beginning of each term and also in 
the Education Gazette. Lists are booked in the order in which they are received. Those who 
order early will obviously have more success in obtaining filrns of their choice. It is the 
responsibility of the school to co-ordinate teachers' requests and decide the balance of films 
for various subjects and levels. 

For term lists the period of loan is planned to allow adequate transit time to and from the 
school and permit the school to have the films in their possession for 5 week-days. Extra 
issues are available to schools as required for special topics, e.g. projects or centres of 
interest, PTA's or special screenings. The specific screening date must be quoted for all 
special requests, and such requests should be kept separate from term lists. 
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FILM PROJECTION 

Films are very expensive and may be ruined during their first screening through 
carelessness, inexperience, or a faulty projector. It is the responsibility of all borrowers to.use 
a projector which is in good order and to provide a proficient projectionist. 

To avoid damage: 

1. Clean the gate and film path before threading each film. 

2. Check both supply and take up reels before screening each film to ensure that the film 
flows freely. Bent spools will grip the film and are likely to tearthe edge of the film at each 
revolution. 

3. Most films are damaged at the start through faulty threading and inadequate checking. 
Thread carefully and check your threading by turning the inching knob. Be sure to thread 
on the leader and not on the title. 

4. Immediately the projector is switched on, feel both sides of the sprocket hole edge of the 
film after it has passed the last sprocket. Strained or torn sprocket holes or pimpling are 
easily detected by making this test. If damage is noted switch off immediately while it is 
restricted to the leader. Check the cause of the damage and correct it before resuming the 
screening. 

PROJECTIONIST CERTIFICATES 

Competent projectionists may obtain a certificate on the recommendation of a projec¬ 
tionist examiner. Lists of examiners who are willing to train and test projectionists are 
available on application from the National Film Library, Box 9583, Wellington. 

Experienced projectionists who are unable to contact an examiner in their area, and who 
wish to have the certificate, should forward details of their experience and the makes of 
projector used. This also applies to projectionists who are willing to act as examiners. 

RETURNING FILMS 

PLEASE RETURN ALL FILMS TO REACH THE LIBRARY NOT LATER THAN THE DUE DATE. 
Check with your post office how long parcels should take to reach the library and the closing 
time for parcels. 

DO NOT REWIND FILMS AFTER THE FINAL SCREENING. The library requires them back 
END OUT so that they can be checked for damage in a single winding operation and then be 
start out ready for the next issue. 

Tape the loose end of the film before posting. This will stop the film from uncoiling during 
transit with the possibility of becoming damaged. 

Complete the screening report and return it in the top film of your parcel. 

PARCELS MUST BE WRAPPED AND TIED FIRMLY BEFORE REPOSTING. 

FILM LIBRARY HOLIDAYS 

The Auckland, Wellington, and Christchurch film libraries all close for annual holidays 
after the Chri.stmas and New Year statutory holidays. This means they are closed from 
Christmas Eve until the middle of January. All requests for films required during that period 
should be submitted by early Deceniber. Remember that parcel deliveries may be slower in 
the rush period before Christmas.
